ANEW REPEATING RIFLE, 


Partigulara have now heen received rd- 
garding the constraoction of the no-called 
Loo * Straight poll’ rifle, which has boon 
adopted for the use of aeamon and marines

Sitting in court in the dog days, Lord 
Norbury oncy selectid for ity coolness a 
dross which be had worn at a masquerade 
ball of Lady Caatlereagh’s; oppressed by 
the trifling atmosphore and forgetful of hs 
innor raiment, the judge threw baok his 
judicial robo just as he wes pronouncing 
sentence of death upon 6 gang of prisoners,
